WHAT IS YOUR REAL NAME ?

OK THEN. WHERE DID THE NAME 
DOMINATE ORIGINATE FROM ? 
I picked my name from a Heavy D record 
bock in 1986 with the word Dominate 
said in it. I chose Dominate because at 
the time I was playing Hip Hop and 
scratching is one of the main features of 
DJing Hip Hop tracks. With this in mind I 
thought DomirMite was o good choice as I 
was able to scratch the name out over 
the speakers which sounded real good. 

RIGHT, SO WHEN DID YOU FIRST 
START DJING? When I was a little "Hip 
Hopper'' bock in 1983. 



I became a DJ because I liked the 
sound effects on the records when the 
DJ's were scratching up the Hip Hop. In 
those days there was no mixing, just 
scrotching. 

OBVIOUSLY AT THE TIME YOU WERE 
INTO THE HIP HOP/ELECTRO SCENE. 
HOW DID YOU GET INTO THIS TYPE 
OF MUSIC? Basically, whilst at school 
one doy o friend gave me a tope that 
hod loads of what I guess I thought was 
funny music at the time. I listened to it 
and one record stuck in my mind, that 
being ''Planet Rock**.

From then on I just went wild to the music 
and of course dicovered it was called Hip 
Hop / Electro. From then, I got myself 
some decks and started practising, not 
before long I managed to start DJing. 

YOU'VE NOW BEEN DJING FOR 10

first experience of roves was bock in 
1989 when I went to o few 
parties.

DJING? Pleasing the crowd has to be 
top of the list, there's nothing better. 

WHAT DO YOU HATE MOST ABOUT 
DJING? Going oil the way to on event 
and then being told on arrival that I'm 
^ not ploying because there's not 
^ enough people turned up to pay me.

WHEN DID YOU GET YOUR FIRST 
REAL BREAK IN TODAYS SCENE? 
Bock in 1989, I was playing at o lot of 
small roves, but my career really got 
going when Roindonce picked me up and 
used me for on event t>ack in 1991. Now 
I've played ot olmost every Roindonce 
since then and things hove gone from 
strength to strength. 

WHAT STYLE OF DJ WOULD YOU 
CALL YOURSELF? I'm a scrotch-mlx DJ. 
When playing, I olwoys try to moke the 
record sound o little different by 
scratching certain effects over the top of 
o tune. This mokes my set, I feel, 
entertaining and also stomps my own 
original style on to the music which is so 
important these days. I like to give the 
crowd something different, as my job is 
to entertoin. 
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SO HOW MANY EVENTS ARE 
YOU PLAYING ON AVERAGE 
AROUND THE COUNTRY 
NOW? I do around 3 o 
weekend which keeps me 
happy. 

WHAT'S THE BEST EVENT 
YOU HAVE EVER PLAYED AT? 
There's so many I could talk about, but o 
few I would like to mention include 
Roindonce in Spoin lost year. Love Of 
Life events and Inter Dance events. 

YOU HAVE PLAYED IN SPAIN, HAVE 
YOU EVER PLAYED IN ANY OTHER 
FOREIGN COUNTRIES? Yes, Greece 
and America. Also I'm planning to ploy in 
Switzerland in the middle of August which 
should be o great experience. 

WHY DO YOU THINK YOU'VE BEEN 
SUCCESSFUL AS A DJ? There's o few 
reasons. One is because I'm always 
hungry and eager to ploy the music to 
the crowd. Secondly, my style is origirKil 
and different to o lot of others. Finally, 
because I've been DJing since the age of 
13, rv0 hod plenty of experience which 
helps out. 

WHAT DO YOU THINK OF THE ALL 
NIGHT PARTY SCENE AT PRESENT? It 
seems to hove lost it's enthusiasm, 
there's not many things original around 
any more. Also, I don't think the sound is 
loud enough ot events any more because 
of the sound restrictions by councils and 
stuff. 



WHAT ABOUT THE MUSIC? At the 
moment the music is too fost, os 
everybody Iceeps soying, but no-body 
seems to be do anything about it. The 
tunes need to be more thought through 
ond rhythmic. 

AND HOW CAN YOU SEE THE 
FUTURE GOING? I con see hardcore 
music dying unless it chonges it's self to 
more hoppier and constructive format. A 
while ogo the UK used to t>e bombarded 
with US imports, now it's been reversed 
they ore exporting the UK stuff into the 
US. Perhaps it's time it was reversed 
t>oclc to how it was ? 

IN TODAYS SCENE, WITH HAVE 
f^C'S. WHAT'S YOUR OPINION ON 
MC'S? Now o doys you need on MC as 
the crowd hos become custom to it. 
They're ok, although I hate it when they 
go on too much, especially when I'm 
mixing. One MC I work well with and 
respect is Matrix. 

WHAT OTHER DJ'S DO YOU RATE ? 
There ore a few that impress me inluding 
Hype, Slipmott, Carl Cox and all scratch- 
mix DJ's. 

OK. WHAT'S BEEN YOUR MOST 
EMBARESING MOMENT AS A DJ? 
Nothing reolly bod has happened, except 
I left my records at o club once. I hod 
finished my set and was rushing to get to 



my next event. By the time I hod got half 
way to the next party I suddenly realised 
I hod forgotten my records. So I hod to 
drive oil the way bock and collect them. 
Lucky enough I was still able to ploy at 
the next event at a different time. 

WHAT DO YOU DO IN YOUR SPARE 
TIME? I devote most of my spore time to 
music and playing around on the decks 
trying new ideas. Although I do like 
listening to my Hip Hop where current 
breakt>eot orginoted from. 

WHAT ARE YOUR AMBITIONS FOR 
THE FUTURE? To moke o record and get 
my name more across the oil night party 
scene. If any one out there is interested 
in me regards making o record (or what 
ever) give me a coll on 0850-203714. 

WHAT ADVICE HAVE YOU FOR UP 
AND COMIN DJ'S? Basically, I agree 
with Slipmott's comments in o previous 
interview in Blaze. Don't bother at the 
moment unless you ore exceptioruil. 

FINALLY. ANY SHOUTS OUT TO ANY 
ONE DOMINATE? Yes, to my manager 
Bob, Roindonce, Lucky Spin, Interdonce, 
Kiss 42, Matrix, Suburban Base and oil 
the girles who hove been to my crib.

Bock in the eorly port of this yeor. one giont 
promotion compony wos planning to stage 
an event for the Easter holiday at the 
Enstone Airfield. Yes we've all heard about 
it - Roindance. Before the party was due to 
take place there was many rumours around 
stating the event was not going to take 
place and as we all know it didn't, bur why 
? Does anybody really know why 7 Well 
Roindance did, the council (West 
Oxfordshire District Council) who were 
supposed to issue the license know why ond 
now we at Blaze Magazine have been told 
why. So, it's our duty to tell you the real 
facts behind the cancellation of the 
Roindance event that promised to be on 
excellent night. Here is a calendar of the 
events that led to the destruction of a party 
for you. 



The 26th of March 1993 and Roindances 
solicitors ore brought in and briefed on the 
situation with the council. 



Well it all started way bock on the 26th of 
February 1993 with a telephone coll from 
the Roindance office to the West 
Oxfordshire District Council regards applying 
for o license. During the telephone call it 
was stated by o council officer that ^ months 
notice wos required for on event such as 
Rainc^nce was proposing to stage. It was 
then pointed out to the council officer tftat 
\}t\69t the Governments Miscellaneous Act 
1982, only 28 days notice was required. 
Both Roindance and the West Oxfordshire 
District Council then decided to look into the 
motter further at each others end and 
contact one another at a later date. 

On the morning of the 12th March 1993, 
Roindance put in their application and 
payment for o license at the Enstone Airfield 
by hand to the council offices. On arrival at 
the council offices, a council official refuses 
to accept the license application. The council 
hod no right to refuse the application as 
anybody con apply for on entertainments 
license. After a lortg telephone conversation 
t>etween Roindance and West Oxfordshire 
District Council, the council finally took the 
application form in the afternoon. Accepting 
the oplicotion on this dote gave the council 
over 28 days to consider the license as laid 
down by the low. 

16th March 1993, o newspaper article was 
printed by the Oxford Moil stating that 
plans for o Roindance rove hod been 
rejected. The newspaper come to the 
attention of Roindance on the 22nd March 
1993. On the 18th of March 1993 sow the 
launch of Roindances notional advertising 
campaign for the event to be held on the 
Easter Bonk Holiday. On the 25th of March 
1993, o letter was received at the RoindorKe 
office from the West Oxfordshire District 
Council complete with o refund of the license 
money paid. The main reason for the license 
application being was due to the 

fact the council still insist it needs 4 months 
notice for on application and not 28 days. 



On the 29th of March 1993, the solicitors 
moke contoct with the council to try to 
resolve tf>e problem with o fair soloution. 

On the 30th of March 1993 o letter is sent 
to the owner of the site at Enstone Airfield. 
The letter stated **The District Council, os you 
will already be owore, has not granted o 
license for the proposed event nor will the 
council be granting such o license. From 
enquires mode of the Council it now seems 
certoin that the orgonisers intend holding 
the entertainment regardless and without o 
license. This involves you directly either as a 
party involved in the organisation or as one 
which allows on unlicensed entertainment to 
take place on land over which it has 
control." It was then added ''If the event 
does toke place I ontcipote that the District 
Council will wish to institute proceedings 
against oil parties contravening the 1982 
Act.'* It was the pointed out in the letter 
"The present maximum penalty for o 
conviction under this legislation is currently 
#20.000 or to imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding six months or to both.'* 

The letter from the council probably 
frightend the site owners as they then wrote 
to Roindance on the 31st of March 1993 with 
their corncerns for the proposed event. 

At this point (1st of April 1993) Roindance 
holt their advertising campaign. 

On the 5th of April 1993 Roindance agree to 
postpone the event to the 29th of May 1993 
and on the 8th of April, adverts where put 
out cancelling the scheduled event over 
Easter. Also over the Easter weekend 
Roinckince sent a team of people to Enstone 
Airfield in cose ravers turn up. 

So, now Roinck^nce must start oil again by 
re-submitting the license opplicotion 
complete with o cheque for the license fee. 
This was done on the 16th of April 1993. 
Also on this day the council was warned of 
imminent legol proceedings. 



12 doys later (28th of April 1993) the 
Enstone Airfield site owners pull out of the 
event leaving Roindance with out a site. 

On the 4th of May 1993 Roinodnce begin 
legal proceedings against West Oxfordshire 
District Council. To ensure Roincfonces hopes 
of winning, they employed Peter Carter-Ruck 
(famous for the Jeffrey Archer cose) who has 
never lost a cose or never takes o cose on 
unless he knows his going to win. 
Subsequently writs ore issued on the 
10/5/93. 

By the 4th of June 1993 the council agrees it 
was wrong, they should hove not done 
every thing in it's power to not properly 
consider the license. The cose was one on 
truth and the opened minded belief in 
justice for oil. 

Roy Spence of Roindance had this to soy on 
the matter "My hope is that my taking this 
particular council to task legally, over there 
actions, we will encourage them and councils 
like them to treat us legally, or more 
importantly fairly. Nowhere is it written - 
equal rights for oil except ravers. Rove is 
young and different, the people who go to 
roves ore your>g ond different, with o new 
set of priorities, but the fact remains, tf^ot in 
this country we oil hove o total right to 
equal justice.'* Mr Spence went on to odd 
"The more the establishment dislikes us. the 
greater it should endeovour to treat us 
fairly. After all the rover of today, is the 
Government of tomorrow I 

There you hove it, the real story on the 
Roindance event, you read it first in Blaze. 
Hopefully they will be bock soon to corry on 
there great work and become more involved 
with putting parties on than winning court 
room t>attles.

The set lasts for 30 minutes and covers o 
range of music including Techno, Hard Italian, Hard House and 
Breakbeat. All the records ore produced by myself, it's hard 
work, but the crowd really enjoy something different. The aim is 
to get the set up to one hour.

TWO DAY DANCE MUSIC FESTIVfIL 
WOODSTOCK 2 - THE NEW GENERATION 

By now you will hove heard that Ofeomscope/ESP Promolions 
ore io stage khe biggest dance music festival seen in Britain for 
many years. This festivol kicks off on Friday 20th August at 
9.00 p. m. and continues for the next 37 hours with non stop 
dance music. This has got to be history in the making. This will 
all take place at Fen Form, Wavedon, Milton Keynes from 
Friday 20th August until Sunday 22nd August 1993. The licence 
for this event carries a 30,000 capacity and promises to be the 
dance music event of the year. So I found myself driving up the 
Ml to junction M to go and see Murray who is Mr Dreamscope 
himself, to find out just exactly what the Dreamscope 
organisation will have on offer on this weekend. The first thing 
that I wanted to know was just how many DJs hod been 
contracted to play at this event. So here follows the interview 
that took place at Fen Form on Tuesday 6th July 1993. 

Q. So Murray how many DJs have you contracted to play at this 
event? 

A.. I have contracted 60 DJs from all over Europe, we hove the 
U.K.s fmest hardcore, house, and techno DJs booked to play 
also we hove DJs from the U. 5. A., Germany, Belgium and 
Finland. 

O. Murray could you tell us just a little bit about how you first 
come up with the idea of doing a Woodstock type festival? 
A. Well, the idea has been in my head for quite a few years. 
We tried to put something together last year, down here at Fen 
Farm but due to politics we just never got it off the ground. We 
thought we would be fighting a losing battle so we never put in 
a licence application. Since then we have done more and more 
events and now seemed a good time to bring this idea into 
reality. 

Q. So when did you octually realise that this donee festival had 
become a reality and was really going to happen? 
A. Well when the Magistrates granted me the licence. Mind you 
the work that had to go in to getting that licence you would not 
believe. Every dot had to be in the right place and every t had 
to be crossed in the right place. We put the application into 
Milton Keynes Council, and I honestly thought that the Council 
would accept this application as we have a very good working 
relationship with them and an excellent track record in the 
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promotion business. But the Council just wouldn't accept it. They 
thought that it was too big and a I am the sole person behind 
ESF they thought that I might be out of my depth. So I 
surrounded myself and took advice from the right people that is 
professionals who know how to present such an application of 
this magnitude. I then went back to the licensing committee and 
they turned it down on some silly reasons. So the only way I 
could proceed was to appeal and take it to the magistrates 
hearing, which we did and we won. 

Q.I presume that when you went to the Magistrates hearing 
you must have been very nervous as there was a lot of notional 
TV medio coverage. So how did you feel when you came out of 
the court, with the licence? 

A. On top of the f**king moan. It was unbelievable. I thought 
we were going to have a bit of a battle on our hands getting 
the licence granted. But it went so smoothly it wos ridiculous. 
All the money I spent with consultants who work with the 
government on defining the regulation for open air events, was 
a good investment as they were able to answer all of the 
questions that the magistrates put to them. And the 
Magistrates felt that I was doing everything right and they 
granted me my licence. * 

Q. Murray, obviously with a music festival of this size, the 
overage party goer is going to be concerned about their sofety. 
What can you say to reassure one and all thot their weekend is 
going to be the best ^ 
A. Well Dave, we will be employing in the region of 300 * 
security people which will be on patrol at any one time so 
realistically there will be over 600 4- security people on site 
because half will be resting and half will be working. If 
anybody has any aggravation with muggers, robbers, blaggers 
or just plain shit heads I can assure you that they will be dealt 
with swiftly and severely. I want this party to be the best and I 
personally will not tolerate anybody bringing Dreamscope into 
disrepute by bad behaviour at this event.
